Last July the buirgan estimated that
36,622,000 acres had beeua planted in
cotton, The final figurev for the year
show that 37,548,000 acres were har-
verted,

The average yicld per acre of cot-
ton for 1913 was 182 pounds. The av-
ernge yleld in 1912 was 190.9 pounds,
in 1911, 207.7 pounds; in 1910 170.7;
in 1909 164.3 pounds,

There were 2, 789,000 acres planted
in cotton in South Carolina and
2,790,000 ncres were hervested.

According to the bulletin, South
Carolina leads the larger cotton states
in the south In dverage production
per acre with 235 pounds. Some of the
avearge ylelds per acre are: North
Parolina, 237; Virginia, 240; Georgla,
208; Louyisiana, 170; Texus, 150; and
Oklahoma, 162,
